In 1919, Arlene 
Scott, a daughter of Mrs. Scott's fa- 
Torite sister, came to LaCygne to 
make her home with her aunt and 
attend high school.

BIT OF SEWAGE TROUBLE 


An Aggravating Problem Con- 


fronts Engineering Department 


in Regard to Stoppage. 


The city engineering staff has be- 


fore it an aggravating problem re- 
garding sewage flow in connection 
with the Lincoln Packing company's 
plant It pertains directly to a strip 
of 21-inch sewer main 800 feet in 
length. This connects with the main 
intercepting sewer and was formerly 
a part of the main N street sanitary 
outlet. When the 800-foot strip was 
a part of the long main, there was 
sufficient sewage ^to keep the main 
full and to prevent stoppage.

that the strip is a separate unit car- 
rying sewage only from the plant, it 
i» found that the flow is not suf- 
ficient to keep obstacles in motion.

We hear much about the necessity of party

to much of the argument. It is only when con- 
gress is in session that we begin to get qualms 
about the matter. The big battle is over the 
Mellon tax plan, and instead of discussing it 
from a business standpoint and deciding what 
is best to be done, it is to be made a party is- 
sue, regardless of the fact that neither party 
has declared a position upon it. The democrats 
are solidly against it because it is proposed by 
the republicans, and the republicans are largely 
for it for the same reason. It is impossible to 
believe that a pure matter of business policy 
results in a strict party alignment when taken 
up for consideration. It is only another exam- 
ple of how politics plays hob with business 
sense so sadly needed in government.

Vajgrts to have dealt with Lana was to have 
caused his arrest on a peace warrant and that 
if he married the girl and then left her the 
sheriff could still bring him back and put him 
behind the bars. That was and is the proper 
•way. The tact is that it was not followed. The 
mother's story is that when he retused to play 
tb.e role of a man she leaped on him. and that 
in the struggle that followed he was acciden- 
tally killed. She was not clear in her own mind 
•why she leaped upon him, but the circum- 
stances justify the inference that she was seek- 
ing, in a blind, impotent way to wreak her fury 
on him because of his dastardly conduct.
